Figure of $36.375 Is Set; 
Captive Mine Owners, 
Workers Agree. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt negotiated with 
the steel industry today agreements 
for lower rail prices and for the end- 
ing of labor difficulties in the indus- 
try’s coal mines. 

Out of. the double understanding 
that resulted from the talks across 
the White House conference ‘table, of- 
ficials said tonight they expected em- 
ployment to come for thousands of 
workers. 

The operators of the mines owned 
by the steel and iron companies agreed 
to the demands of the miners for the 
check-off and to the election of mine 
representatives for collective bargain- 
ing without discrimination as to mem- 
bership in any labor organization. 

A compromise was reached on a 
price of 015 a ton for new steel 
rails to be purchased by the carriers 
with a government.loan. 

This represented a middle ground 
between the $37.75 offered by the 
steel companies and the $35 demanded 
by the government. 

It was the first reduction in years 
below the $40 a ton asked by the 
companies for steél rails and on that 
basis was expected to result in a savé

Georgia City Asks U. S. 
Loan To Build Market- 
ing Terminal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(P)—A 
petition for a loan and grant totaling 
$2,816,000 for self-liquidating termi- 
nal and marketing facilities at Savan- 


nah was presented to the public works 
administration today by a committee 
from the Georgia city headed by May- 
or Thomas Gamble. 

The mayor was optimistic when he 
emerged from a full day of confer- 
ences, 

The project was urged as an agri- 
cultural outlet, serving a. population 
of a million and a half in the Sa- 
vannah area. Gamble said terminal 
and marketing facilities would speed 
up industrial activity and expand 
naval stores operations. 

Negotiations with the public works 
administration were carried on through 
the Savannah Port Authority, which 
will assume the obligation if the funds 
are allotted, and will reimburse the 
jovernment from rentals of the faci- 
ities.

FOES CHALLENGE. | 
AUTHORITY OF NRA 
‘TO CONTROL BIDS 


Contractor Goes to Court 
to Force Acceptance of 
Offer;Ford Dealer Files 
Plea. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(/)— 
The federal government’s right to de- 
ny contracts to persons who have not 
given affirmative compliance to NRA 
regulations was challenged today on 
two fronts. 

A temporary injunction restraining 
the secretary of the treasury from 
awarding a contract on a proposed 
postoffice annex in New York city was 
granted by Justice F. D. Letts in the 
District of Columbia supreme court 
and hearing was set for Friday. 

The injunction was sought by a 
contractor whose bid was rejected on 
the ground that he had not complied 
with NRA requirements. 

At the same time the Ford dealer 
whose bid for trucks for the civilian 
conservation corps, was thrown out, 


filed formal protest with the comptrol- 
ler general and asked for a ruling for- 
bidding the award of the contract to 
the next highest bidder. 

May Spread... 

There were iddications that the fed- 
eral government’s intention to boycott 
might spread to the states. O. W. 
Merrell, state highway director for 
Ohio, said no Ford automobiles would 
be purchased by. his state if the federal 
government officially ruled that the 
company was not complying with the 
NRA provisions, 

The first’ court challenge to the 
government's NRA activities was made 
by the George F. Driscoll Construction 

mpany, of Brooklyn. The company 
said it was asked to bid on the New 
York postoffice annex on February 28. 
and that on September 18, the treas- 
ury department asked for additional 
offers, with the spetification that bid- 
ders must comply with NRA provi- 
sions and the president’s re-employ- 
ment agreement. 

The case before the comptroller gen- 
eral was raised by the Northwest Mo- 
tor Company, of Bethesda, Md., low 
bidder on trucks for the C. C?C. In 
formal protest, filed at the White 
House and with the secretary of agri- 
culture, the company asked the comp- 
troller general for a decision upholding 
its right to sell to the government. 

Claim Compliance. : 

The company contended that it had 
complied with NRA _ prvisions, and 
that if it were barred from competitive 
bidding, approximately 5.300 manufac- 
turers who supply parts and equip- 
ments for motor units would also be 
barred. 

Whether the comptroller general will 
give a ruling upon request of the mo- 
tor company was uncertain. The 
usual procedure in obtaining an ad- 
visory ruling is for the department or 
agency concerned to request it. Upon 
a few occasions the comptroller gen- 
eral has initiated investigations of his 
own. 

There was some speculation as to 
what the president might do if the 
comptroller general held that the 
award must be made to the lowest bid- 
der, regardless of his failure to signi- 
fy affirmative compliance. 


Japanese Propose 
Far East Peace Parley 


TOKYO, Oct. 30.—(#)—Minister 
of War Sadao Araki, now in west- 
ern Japan for the annual army ma- 
neuvers, was quoted in Japanese 
newspapers today as advocating a 
parley on peace. 

In an_ interview, Araki was said 
to have announced that he would pro- 
pose to the cabinet an international 
conference in Tokyo fer all powers 
intere:ted in the far east 

Japan, China, Manchukuo, Russia 
Great Britain, France, Holland an 
the United States would be repre- 
sented, it was said. 

“The orient has become the center 
of discords involving the whole world 
and Japan’s recognition of Manchu- 
kuo has inflamed world opinion like 
oil upon fire,” the minister of war 
was quoted. i 

“But,” he added, “it would be im- 
possible for Japan to turn back on 


a course already established concern- 
ing Manchuria. .. .” é 


Plowed-Under Cotton 
Harboring Boll Weevil 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—()— 
The south’s cotton farmers who 
plowed under cotton in the govern- 
met’s production reduction program, 
face the job of replowing because, 
the agriculture department réports, 


the cotton is coming up anyhow and 
affording excellent nests for boll 
weevils. 

The department pointed out to- 
day that the late growth is of no 
value as a crop but does supply a 
place for weevils to live and breed. 
So it is recommended that the farm- 
ers plow the cotton under again or 
else pasture livestock. on the cotton. 


MOTORIZED’ MOB 
RAIDS FACTORIES 
IN DETROIT STRIKE 


Heavy Damage Done as 
Men Strike Swiftly at 
Seven Plants and Elude 
Massed Police Pursuers. 


DETROIT, Oct. 30.—/)—Rioters 
who sped in a motorized mob through 
Detroit’s manufacturing section today 
smashed hundreds of windows, hurled | 
missiles at police, burned blueprints 
in the streets and overturned automo- 
biles in the first serious outbreak of 
a month-old tool and _  diemakers' 
strike. 

Five men were injured slightly and 
six were arrested as police massed 
frees against the demonstrators. One 
of the injured isa police lieutenant 
who was struck by a brick. 

Tonight guards ‘were posted, about | 
a score of tool and die plants, some 
of which were closed and_ barricaded 
as employers counted thousands of 


dollars in damage from the outbreak. 
2,500 Men. 


e rioters, said by police to.have 
sabieoad 2.500 men in more than 
300 automobiles at the outset of the 
disorder, struck swiftly at seven fae- 
tories scattered throughout the manu- 
facturing section, always ahead of the 
city’s massed police, mobilized but 
unable to forecast the movements of 
the demonstrators. 

Shouting and booing, the 
ae up to the factories, seized 
bricks and timbers, hurled them 
through windows, overturned automo- 
biles in company parking lots, burned 
blueprints taken in raids on maga 
offices, and terrorized employes. 
factory manager at one plant fired 
several shots as the mob approached 
the place, but said he aimed over the 
heads of the rioters. 

Leaders of the tool and diemakers’ 
strike, which has been in progress a 
month, disclaimed any connection 
with the demonstration; employers 
themselves said they did not believe 
reputable tool and diemakers were 
connected with the disorder. 

Police said they believed “hood- 
lums posing as strikers’ made up the 
mob. The officials said, however, 
that one group of rioters, after leav- 
ing the scene of one disorder, went 
directly to strike headquarters on the

Harassing police, who called out 
all available reserves, the demonstra- 
tors moved in rapid succession to the

monetary war, the administration to- 
night sought an understanding with 
Great Britain on the application of 
President Roosevelt’s plan to steady 
exchanges and increase prices by buy- 
ing foreign gold.

“Tt is reliance by unscrupulous law- 
yers upon every loo;hole and tech- 
nicality that has contributed as much 
as any other factor to the growth of 
lawlessness in our country.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—(/)— 
Measured by the expenditures for last 
year, veterans were disclosed today by 
unofficial sources to be contributing 
a quarter of a billion dollars to the 
government economy program under 
the present plan of appropriations. 


This, however, could not take into 
consideration any defiency appropria- 
tions that might be made to care for 
an excess of expenses above appropria- 
tions if such an excess should develop. 


A tabulation of veterans’ expenses 
for last year, which in the usual 
course would not become public until 
the convening of congress, placed at 
$778,016,000 the amount expended 
for them as compared with $531,9838,- 
000 appropriated for 1933-34, not in- 
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cluding adjusted service’ certificate 
payments. 


If the $50,000,000 cut in funds for | 


paying the certificates is taken into| # 


account, the reduction in this year’s 
appropriations under 1932-33 expendi- 
tures totals nearer $300.000.000. 


This compares with slashes in vet- 
erans’ costs of around $400,000,000 
which President Roosevelt first pro- 
posed, and which resulted in a con- 
gressional deadlock until a compro- 
mise was agreed to. Although some 
estimated at the time that the compro- 
mise would bring the veterans’s cuts 
below the $300,000,000 mark, today’s 
figures revealed for the first time just 
how much they apparently would fall 
short of the original objective.

This year’s appropriations grouped 
the World War compensations and the 
pensions together, totaling $319,230,- 
000, compared with $550,584,000 that 
went for these last year. 

For military and naval insurance, 
$123,000,000 was appropriated, $1,-

facilities and services, $150,000 for 
printing and binding, something over 
$85,000,000 for administration, medi- 
cal, hospital and domiciliary serv- 
ices, and $735,000 for homes for dis- 
abled. , 

The figures also show the 1932-33 
disbursements for military and naval 
compensation for World War veterans 
were $40,661,000 below the appropria- 
tion for that year.

‘Green Pastures,’ Stage Classic, 
W eaves Spell Over Big Audience 


? 


“Let the fish fry pro-ceed! 

Those words wove the spell that, 
three hours later, still lingers. 
“The Green Pastures” has at last 
At the Erlanger 
theater last night “De Lawd,” “Ga- 
briel, “Noah,” “Moses,” and all the 
rest came to life in the form they 
wear deep in the imaginations of the 
negroes of the plantations back of the 
levees down in Louisiana. 


Watching the stage and listening 
to the singing that aptly named 
“Heavenly Choir,” there were two 
slight feelings of puzzlement. First, 
whatever made the producers of “The 
Green Pastures” ever hesitate, for one 
moment, in sending it south? Second, 
how could anybody by any stretch of 
misapprehension, dream there is any- 
thing sacrilegious in this tremendous 
spectacle? 

Answering the first puzzle, it would 
seem that the south is, logically, the 
place where “The Green Pastures” 
will bring its greatest appeal and win 
the most unanimous approval. It is 
possible that some in the south, who 
do not know. the negro, should fail 
to understand. But no one who has 
seen the negro in the south, who has 
lived with him and talked with him, 
can fail to grasp the beauty of the 
play. For it is the Old Testament 
and heaven as a negro of the little 
country church would conceive it. at 
only those who have seen sue 
churches and such negroes can proper- 
ly appreciate it all. 

Answering the second puzzle, If 
“The Green Pastures” is sacrilege, 
then all the writings and stories and 
plays about sacred things are saecri- 
lege. For none can possibly do more 
than interpret accordfag to the imagi- 
nation of those who read or hear 
and this is exactly what this play 
does. It interprets according to the 
imagination of its people. 

It is presumptuous at this late date 
to try to describe “The Green Pas- 
tures.” All the commentator who 
sees it today can hope to do is add 
his voice to the nation-wide chorus of 
praise that has risen wherever it has 
been seen during the three years since 
its theatric birth. But it is pleasant 
to add that mite and to make it as 
emphatic as words and space permit. 

Let it be said that if you ‘have 
not enjoyed this, you have missed 
something unique, something that is 
already, after only three years of life, 
classic.

LAY FUTURE PLANS 


Political Leaders Look on 
With Anxiety as Grau 
Regime Falters. 


HAVANA, Oct. 30.—(?)\—A tur- 
bulent meeting of 1,000 Havana Uni- 
versity students tonight was regarded 
with anxiety by political leaders who 
believed it might mean the breaking 
or the making of the Ramon Grau 
San Martin government. 

C. M. Jervis, American manager of 
the Alto Cedro sugar mill at Antilla, 
Oriente province, who was held pris- 
oner last week by striking employes, 
has been liberated, it was learned 
during the day. He is now in San- 


tiago. 

The students met at the university | 
in a closed session. 

So important was the conference 
considered that interest in a general 
strike scheduled for midnight was 
sidetracked. 

Newspapermen admitted after an 
hour beheld a scene of howling, hoot- 
ing confusion. At least six fist fights 
were in progress. 

Eddie Chibas, one of the staunchest 
supporters of President Grau and a 
member of the student directory, told 
thhe gathering the directory had sub- 
mitted an ultimatum to the govern- 
ment insisting that it ‘“‘rectify its 
present course.” 

He said the ultimatum, details of 
which were not revealed, expires No- 
vember 4. 

At the conclusion of his speech 
Chibas attempted to break up the 
meeting by asking all who supported 
him to leave the hall. The majority, 
however, remained, and speeches by 
persons opposed to the government 
began. 

A large section of the students is 
known to favor dissolution of the stu- 
dent directory and withdrawal from 
all politics. 

On the contrary, many students are 
known to favor the continuance of 
active support for Grau, who has re- 
lied for backing on the students’ 
group. 

A poll of commercial associations, 
meanwhile, indicated they did not ex- 
pect the general strike to materialize 
as set by the workers’ confederation. 

The cabinet met today and dis- 
cussed monetary matters. Members 
agreed in principle to a proposal to 
bring all of Cuba’s unminted silver 
from the Philadelphia mint to deposit 
in the Havana treasury as the basis 
for issuing silver certificates.

Former Finance Minister Paul Rey- 
naud suggested that the entire Euro- 
pean gold bloc halt their gold exits. 

Uncertainty over the exact meaning 
of President Roosevelt’s latest step 
was manifested by treasury and bank 
officials. The former said they saw 
no cause for alarm but were waiting | 
to see the effects of the purchases. | 

High bank officers said two things | 
automatically protect French gold: 

First, the value of the French cur- 
rency would rise as the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation must buy 
them in order to get gold from the.

Second, they doubted whether 
enough francs could be bought in the 
open market in view of dollar fluc- 
tuations to draw a_ troublesome 
amount of the bank’s blood. 

Officials explained that gold bloc 
nations already had instituted a vir- 
tual embargo as some central banks 
refused to sell gold to everyone and 
could refuse to sell to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

The same bankers predicted the 
greatest repercussions, if there were 
any at all, would be felt in London. 

“The mine mest easily available fs 
the Bank of France,” said M. Rey- 
naud,

NOTED CHEMIST, DE 


Chief Chemist of Norfolk & 
Western Railway Dies 
After Operation. 


ROANOKE, Va., Oct. 30.—()—

‘SOFTENED MILR’ 
REVEALED AS AID 
TO BABIES’ DIET 


COLUMBUS. Ohio, Oct. 30.— 
“Softened” milk, a food innovation, 
has been discovered at Ohio State Uni- 
versity. 

Cow’s milk is treated with the same 
softeners widely used by laundries 
and mills to soften hard water. These 
“machines” convert the bovine fluid 
into very nearly the same thing as hu- 
man milk. Its indicated use is as a 
substitute for mother’s milk for 
babies; 

The process is described by J. F. 
Lyman, E. H. Browne and H. B. 
Otting, of the university, and the 
M. & R. dietetic laboratories in indus- 
trial and engineering chemistry. The 
water softeners are sandy, crystalline 
and materials called zeolites. Water 
running through tanks of this sand 
lose the calcium and the magnesium 
which make them “hard.” 

When cow’s milk is 
through these sands, the announce- 
ment states, about 20 per cent of its 
calcium is removed. This calcium is 
described as the element in milk re- 
sponsible for formation in the stom- 
ach of the large digestive curds which 
give very young babies the colics and 
other ailments that parents and phy- 
sicians all recognize. 

Hamen milk forms only small 
curds, of the kind technically named 
“soft curds.” The Ohio experiments 
show that When cow’s milk is soft- 
ered by removing enough of its cal- 
cium, it'no longer forms large curds, 
but only the smaller variety.

DIVERTED FROM JAFFA 


PORT SAID, Egypt, Oct. 30.—@ 
The Egyptian government refused per- 
mission today to 900 Jews—mostly 
Poles—who were seeking to land. 

They were bound for Jaffa from 
Constanza aboard the Danish steamer 
Polonia, which was diverted here on 
instructions from authorities in Pales- 
tine. 

Jaffa has been the scene of turbu- 
lent rioting in connection with Arab 
protests against increasing Jewish im- 
migration.

Georgians have seldom received 
better, nor more frank, advice than 
that given by Dr. Thomas H. Reed, 
of the University of Michigan, when 
in speaking before the Southern 
Political Science Association confer- 
ence in Atlanta, he pointed out the 
folly of the state’s system of mul- 
titudinous local governments, 


Mincing no words in his criticism 
of this evil, not only in Georgia but 
throughout the country, this emi- 
nent political scientist charges that 
“Americans, acting like a bunch of 


lic monies in wild enthusiasms, neg- | 
lecting the essential things, and the | 
time has come when bitter necessity 
demands that there be done some- 
thing else than playing the fool.” 

Dr. Reed illustrates the degree to 
which the creation of local govern- 
ment has run riot in the United 
States by citing that his own state 
yf Michigan has 83 counties, 1,257 
townships and 6,700 school dis- 
tricts, with some 43,000 elective 
local government offices, exclusive | 
of those in the cities—whose hold- | 
ers, in his words, constitute an

Such is Dr. Reed's arraignment of 
superfluous government in his own 
state—the soundness of which is 
convincingly supported by the fig- 
ures he presents.

100 Delinquent Dealers 
Facing Proescution,Con- 
fiscation, Key Warns. 


Atlanta authorities Monday moved 
to quel] a beer license “revolt” in 
which approximately 100 vendors of 
the brew are involved. It was re- 
ported at the city hall that dealers 
have been advised that the city cannot 
enforce collection of the license fee. 

Mayor James L. Key Monday after- 
noon told J. Henson Tatum, city clerk, 
to make cases against..“every one of 
the sellers who have failed to pro- 
cure the city license,” and Tatum was 
prepared to begin service of sub- 
poenas this morning. 

Failure to collect the license, it is 
anticipated, will be followed by in- 
structions to police to confiscate beer 
stocks of revolting dealers. 

Key and administration leaders are 
prepared to use every force available 
in collecting the beer liecnses for a 
depleted municipal treasury. 


The roundup today is to be the re- 
sult of a week’s notice given by Ta- 
tum that unless dealers-paid the fee 
they would be haled into courts and 
prosecuted for doing business without 
a city license. 

“Delinequents must pay us,’’ Tatum 
said. “This beer licensing ordinance 
is as legal, in so far as the city is 
concerned, as the license for sale of 
groceries or any other commodity. We 
intend to enforce it as long as it is 
on the city books. The city attorney 
has advised that cases be made, and 
every facility at the disposition of 
the city will be utilized to enforce col- 
lection of the license fee.” 


If the municipality loses its fight 
to collect the licenses, about $70,000 
a year will be cut from municipal rev- 
enues, Licenses in question are $25 a 
quarter, and the 100 delinquents rep- 
resent a net revenue of about $2,500 
to the city, this quarter. Failure of 
the municipality to enforce the li- 
sensing provisions would mean an im- 
mediate curtailment of all future rev- 
enues from sales of beer, and Key and 
the administration are prepared to 
fight the revolting dealers to the bit- 
ter end. 

The $70,000 in beer licenses, if the 
revenue were lost entirely, represents 
a cut of more than 5 per cent in the 
salaries of all non-school employes of 
the municipality.
